to work and "thus demonstrate their 
good faith in keeping thei- contract."

TO CAN FISH 


"Cut" the fish jnto strips to fit 


the Icnsth of the jars, nub with 
dry salt, -using 1 tablespoonful 
to 


each pint jar of fish. 
Fill the jars 


with the pieces packed as tightly 
BS possible, put 
on rubber 
ring's 


and place the caps on the jars loose- 
ly, so that the stearn may escape. 
*>ut no water in the jars. Cook in a 
pressure cooker for one hour and one- 
lialf after steam pressure registers 15 
pounds or the temperature 230 de- 
srees. Tighten the caps of the jars 
«nd permit cooking. Use the cooker 
as directed by the makers. 


TO SALT FISH 


"Having dressed and washed fish 


In water containing- a little salt, tak- 
ing particular care to remove the 
blood near the backbone, cure them 
• s follows: 


"Place a layer of coarse salt on the 


Bottom of a tight keg, barrel or oth- 
er suitable vessel, and on this spread 
_a laver of fish, one deep. 
Sjirinkl" 


salt thickly over these and add an 
other layer of fish. Rep»*t until the 
barrel is full or the supply of fisli 
is exhausted. The salt an* the mois- 
ture from the ffsh will make'a strong 
brine, in which the fish should be 
left for a week or 10 days. At the 
end of that time remove the fish, 
thoroughly wash them, repack in the 
barrel and cover with a freshly-made 
brine strong enough to float a fresh 
egg. 
After a week this brine should 


be drawn off and the barrel filled 
with a saturated brine; that is, one 
in which a little undissolved salt will 
remain in the bottom of the vessel 
after the solution has been subjected 
to prolonged stirring. Do not re-use 
the old brine. The barrel or keg 
should then be headed and stored In 
the coolest place available. If there 
should be any leakage, which may 
he discovered by the sound made 
when the barrel is struck with a 
stick at various heights, it should 
be made good by adding a strong 
brine through a bunghole. If the 
receptacle cannot be filled at once. 
the fish may be preserved by placing 
on top of them a cover made of a 
barrel head or of pieces of wood 
cleated together to fit the container 
Tnd weighing it with a clean stone or 
other heavy article which 
will 
not 


>e affected hy the salt. 


"The 
success of the operation will 


depend on using fresh fish, exercis- 
ng care in the salting and the prop- 


mixing of the brine and on keep- 


ng the barrel tight and the fish cov- 
red with a strong brine."
